volunteer effort by the BWG Santa 
Claus Parade Committee.

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Hands untied, for South Innisfil Creek Drain 


The South Innisfil Creek Drain came back 
before the Drainage Referee, November 4 - 
after what had started as a routine request for 
maintenance of a municipal drain, 14 years ago, 
ballooned into an engineering nightmare with a 
price tag of $6.7 million, plus over $1 million in 
engineering costs. 

With all costs to be assessed back to “benefiting 
landowners,” the 750 property owners within the 
drainage area were looking at bills that ranged 
from hundreds, to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars each. 

The request for maintenance originally came 
from marsh farmer Boris Hordynsky; when the 
Town of Innisfil failed to respond to his request, 
Horodynsky applied to the Drainage Referee. In 
2006, Referee O’Brien ordered the Town to hue 
Dillon Consulting to complete an engineering 
study of the improvements needed, as specified 
in “Options 1 and 3” of a preliminary report, and 
undertake the work. 

Dillon's preliminary work had a price tag of 
about $2.9 million - but it took another 7 years 
before the engineers filed a "Final Report” and 
by then costs had more than doubled from the 
original estimate. 

The Town received the Final Report on August 
15,2013, but refused to accept It, asking for more 
consultation on the part of Dillon. The Town also 
applied to the new Drainage Referee, for relief 
from the terms of the original Order. 

On Nov. 4, at the Barrie Courthouse, Drainage 
Referee Robert G. Waters heard representations 
from the Town of Innisfil, original applicant 
Boris Horodynsky - also opposed to die 
recommendations of Dillon Consulting, and the 
landowners, who have formed the “South Innisfil 
Creek Drain Committee," and who cited errors 


in the report, excessive scope, and costs that 
threaten to cause “undue hardship.” 

The Town’s Legal Counsel, Valerie M’Garry 
asked Referee Waters to “untie" the hands of 
the engineer - allowing the engineer to look at 
other options than those specified by the original 
Referee, "not to be tied to the solutions that back 
in 2006 seemed appropriate.” She also asked 
that the Referee “untie the hands of Council so 
they can refer it to an engineer, not necessarily 
Dillon.” 

Eric Gillespie, lawyer for the South Innisfil Creek 
Drain Committee agreed. “Things are a little 
different today, than they were almost a decade 
ago,” he said, citing changes in land ownership, 
costs, and a “different level of support.” Gillespie 
suggested that the Town’s requests presented “an 
opportunity to look at all those variables, in an 
ordered way," and come up with an acceptable, 
updated, and less-costly solution. 

Referee Waters agreed. He ruled that due to 
"unforeseen cost increases” the conditions 
of the original order are lifted and no longer 
binding. Instead, the Town of Innisfil is now 
ordered to retain the services of “a drainage 
engineer” to review the August 2013 report and 
“suggest alternatives including but not limited to 
improvements to alleviate flooding and options 
that may provide for phasing, maintenance and 

There was further relief for landowners. Based 
on an affidavit filed by Innisfil Director of Legal 
Services Jason Reynar, Waters agreed that 
$400,600 of the costs already incurred are to be 
paid out of the general municipal levy - rather 
than by the benefiting landowners, who will only 
have to pay those costs directly related to drain 
maintenance. 



BWG Fire & Emergency Services vehicles 
were engaged at a business on Reagens 
Industrial Parkway, on Nov. 18, when a 2nd 
call came in reporting a structure fire at 871 
Simcoe Rd„ in the Holland Marsh.

Recognizing innovation 


The Premier’s Award for Agri-Food 
Innovation Excellence was established 
in 2007, to recognize innovations 
in the production, processing, and 
distribution of Agri-Food, that 
strengthen the province’s important 
Agricultural Sector. 

Since then, a total of375 awards 
have been handed out. This year, the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture & Food 
announced 50 Awards for Innovation 
Excellence - including 7 given to 
recipients in Bruce, Grey and Simcoe 
Counties. 

On November 14, Barrie MPP Ann 
Hoggarth presented the awards at a 
special ceremony held at the South 
Innisfil Community Centre in Lefroy. 

Winners were Summitview Farm and 
T&K Ferri Orchards in Clarksburg; 
Hoity Toity Cellars Inc. in Mildmay, 
Dornoch Hops Ltd. in Durham; Peace 
Naturals Project Inc. in Stayner; Barrie 
Hill Farms in Barrie; and Bradford 
West GwUlimbury’s Carron Farms Ltd. 

The innovations are wide-ranging, 
and varied. 

Carron Farms, which grows heirloom 
carrots that come in red, purple, black, 
white, yellow and orange, found a 
way to adapt existing computerized 
equipment from Europe, to ensure 
that each bag contains not only the 
right weight, but the proper mix of 
colours. 

Farm owner Jason Verkaik accepted 


the award, noting, "The food that 
farmers in Ontario grow is good and 
safe and nutritious... It’s great that 
farms and fanning communities do 
get recognized for the work they put 
into growing our food.” 

Hoity Toity Cellars Inc. in Mildmay 
developed an innovative new product 
in 2013, after a long winter and cool 
growing season resulted in “45% 
of their grapes failing to meet wine 
production standards.” In looking 
for an alternative use, owners Gary 
and Diane Fischer came up with a 
unique low-alcohol grape cider, made 
from frozen grape juice and using 


And Peace Naturals Project Inc. 
of Stayner reflects a new sector of 
the Agri-Food industry; medical 
marijuana production. The company 
was praised for the consistency 
of its product, and its operating 
procedures, security guidelines and 
safe production practices that have 
become industry standards. 

Peace Naturals was also praised for 
providing employment - growing from 
20 employees, to 43 in a short space 
of time. “We’ll be upwards of 60," 
said partner Mark Gobuty, accepting 
the award, and praising the Mayor of 
Stayner for “recognizing us as high- 
value agriculture.” 

Each winner received an award, and 
$5,000.

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Time to retire 


When Robert Eeles first signed up 
with what later became Peel Regional 
Police, on May 23,1978, he was too 
young to be a Constable. 

He served as a Cadet for a year - and 
his very first radio call was to Pearson 
International Airport, after Air Canada 
Flight 89 blew a tire and skidded off 
the runway into a ravine. 

Eeles made Constable in 1979; his 
first call as Constable was to the train 
derailment in Mississauga, that led to 
the evacuation of 200,000 residents. 
"We were checking for looters... and 
we even had to go and feed the pets,” 
he remembers. 

It was a dramatic start to a career in 
policing that has spanned 36 years 
- “36.5 years,” he corrects - 28 of those 
years in Innisfil. 

Eeles joined the Innisfil Police 
Service in 1986, and following the 
amalgamation of Innisfil and Bradford 
West Gwillimbury services in 1997, 
has continued to serve with the South 
Simcoe Police, making Patrol Sgt. in 
1999. 

He has been assigned Uniformed 
Patrol; to Traffic and Marine, 
operating InnisfiTs first Marine rescue 
boat - a tiny single engine craft, 
always threatened by die swells on 
Lake Simcoe; spent time in Criminal 


Investigations - and 2 years with the 
B.E.A.T. Team (Break Enter And Theft), 
where his nickname was “Casper... as 
in the friendly ghost.” 

In the first year of B.E.A.T., the team 
recovered over $1 million in stolen 
property. 

He’s now back to Platoon Sgt. - “Back 
to my roots,” he says - but not for 
long. Eeles is retiring. He’ll be using 
his banked hours and vacation time 
immediately, and will be “off the 
books and gone” on February 28, 

2015. 

On November 14, South Simcoe 
Police held a Retirement Party for 
Sgt. Eeles at the North Division, and 
there were plenty of shared memories, 
plenty of reminiscences, and laughs. 

He was thanked for starting up die 
pick-up hockey team that met weekly, 
and his involvement in the A1 Kuzmich 
Memorial Hockey Tournament, which 
has raised over $100,000 for Charity, 
and Police Chief Rick Beazley thanked 
Eeles for his years of service. 

“It was a lot of fun. I loved every 
minute of it,” Eeles said. “It’s been 
a great ride - never a dull moment, 
always changing, every day.” 

His plans, going forward? “Six 
months of doing nothing. Just kick 
back - zero on the plate!"

Losing Auxiliaries 


The South Simcoe 
Police Service relies on a 
complement of 30 Auxiliary 
officers - trained volunteers 
who agree to provide at 
least 12 hours of service 
each month. The Auxiliaries 
provide assistance in many 
areas of policing, from 
Traffic and Marine, to 
manning the barricades and 
redirecting traffic during 
parades. 

For some of the 
volunteers, the program is 
more than a means of giving 
back to their community. 

It can also be the stepping 
stone to a career in policing. 

South Simcoe recently 
lost 5 of its Auxiliaries. One 
moved on to a supervisory 
job at Georgian Downs; 
four have been taken on 
full-time by other Police 
Services. 

“It speaks very well (of the 
South Simcoe Program) 
that they’ve been hired by 
other Police services," said 
Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson at the 
November 17 meeting of 
the Police Services Board. 
He said that South Simcoe 
will be recruiting new 
Auxiliaries, to be trained 
by Spring - in time for next 
year’s parades, and the Pan 
Am Games. 

Wilson noted that the loss 
of available Auxiliaries - 
not only the 5 who have 
taken other employment, 
but two others who have 


been reassigned within 
the Police Service - meant 
that there wasn't enough 
manpower to fill all the 
traffic points during the 
November 15 Bradford 
Santa Claus Parade, “either 
with uniformed officers or 
Auxiliaries.” 

To ensure the same 
situation doesn’t occur 
during the Innisfil Santa 
Claus Parade, scheduled for 
November 29, the Service 
plans to “reach out" to 
Georgian College, and 
use Policing Foundations 
program students to fill the 
gaps. 

Chair of the Bradford West 
Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police 
Services Board, Sharon 
Villani noted that the loss of 
Auxiliaries presents a cost 
to the Service, in terms of 
training. She wondered if 
there was any way to ensure 
that volunteers agree to 
stay for at least a year or 
two, before taking other 
employment. 

She was told that the only 
limit is the minimum hours 
per month. 

The South Simcoe Police 
have no plan to hire full¬ 
time officers this year 
or next, but that could 
change, said Inspector Tom 
McDonald. "Our attrition 
over the next few years is 
going to be significant," with 
senior officers retiring from 
the service.

On November 8, the 1st anniversary of super-typhoon 
Haiyan - a fierce storm that ravaged the Philippines, 
leaving over 7,000 dead or missing, and over 4 million 
people homeless - the Retired Teachers of Ontario made a 
significant contribution, that will bring at least some relief. 

A donation of $4,000 was presented to Father Ben Ebcas, 
from an RTO provincial fund to assist worthy charities and 
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causes. 

Father Ben Ebcas and his parishioners at Our Lady of the 
Assumption in Toronto have been collecting donations of 
food, clothing and money, and sending them to the Sisters 
of Charity in Tacloban City - one of the areas hardest hit by 
Typhoon Haiyan. 

Gail King, president of the Retired Teachers of Ontario- 
Simcoe County (District 17) presented the funds, which will 
be used to restore the damaged roof of an orphanage run 
by the Sisters. 

The District was asked to make a donation by Jean 
McNair of Bradford West Gwillimbury and her husband 
Tim, who have been helping collect clothing and food for 
the orphanage. “Every year, District 17 has up to $4000 
to put out to organizations in Simcoe County, and Jean 
had applied,” explained King. But the cause, the Retired 
Teachers felt, was “worthy of more than we could give.”

That’s a statistic that OYAP, the 
Ontario Youth Apprenticeship Pro¬ 
gram, and Skills Canada Ontario are 
hoping to change, by attracting mor 
young women to “non-traditional" 
jobs in the Trades.

duce young women to 
some of the options. 

A total of 177 female 
high school students 
in grades 9 through 
12, from approxi¬ 
mately 15 schools 
in the York Region 
Catholic, Simcoe Muskoka Catholic, 
and Simcoe County District School 
Boards were invited to attend. 

“This event is one way we can 
encourage female students to 
explore the trades as a career 
option," said OYAP co-ordinator 
for the SCDSB, Sarah Kekewich. 

In the morning, students tried 
hands-on activities, including learn¬ 
ing about electricity, and watched 
the documentary, "Bridging the 
Gap” about the challenges and ben¬ 
efits of working in Skilled Trades. 

After lunch, they broke into groups, 
and heard 11 women mentors talk 
about “Resiliency in the Trades,” “How 
to stand out as a Worker - not a Female 
Worker" and “What Skills are nec¬ 
essary to Succeed in the Trades?” 

The mentors were frank about the 
challenges women face when work¬ 
ing in skilled trades - including the 
resentment of male co-workers. 

"There is a process going on. 

The question is, how do you deal 
with those things as they arise?" 
said Georgian College teacher Lynn 
MacKinlay. After 25 years as a cabi¬ 



net maker, she noted, “Things hap¬ 
pen every day" - but advised the stu¬ 
dents to “pickyour battles... Find a 
balance in how much you want to 
fight, because it can be exhausting!” 

There was advice on how to find 
a pathway into the Trades - through 
family, through school 
certification, through 
OYAP and appren¬ 
ticeship programs. 

“I think anything can 
lead to the pathway," 
said Lorraine Vella, of 
Hydro One. “It’s where 
your decisions lead you.” 

And there was advice 
on getting noticed, for 
all of the right reasons. 
“Be prepared for the 
interview. Research that 
company. You have to 
show some interest in 
the job,” Vella said. 

The young women were also told 
to pay attention to their appearance: 
wear work clothes - not short skirts, 
tone down the make-up, and leave the 
perfume at home. “You want to be pro¬ 
fessional,” said Calli Doucette, 4th Year 
Construction Electrician apprentice. 
“You're not there to meet anyone.” 

She added “Your atti¬ 
tude is everything!” 

Construction and Maintenance 
electrician, now electrical inspec¬ 
tor Diana Madill had more advice. 
“Listen to what the boss is telling 
you. Put pride into your work and do 
the job... Take pride in being good 
at what you do.” And be prepared, at 
least at first, to get all the worst jobs. 

The reward, besides the satis¬ 
faction of dealing with the chal¬ 
lenges? “A big fat pay cheque at 
the end of the day," said Carol Ber¬ 
tram, of Bertram Construction. 

"Events like this allow girls with 
that interest to see other girls that 
are interested. They’re not iso¬ 
lated, one or two in a school... It’s 
been a hugely inspiring day.”

There are Fairies in the Library... 



Artist Corrine Donnelly has always had a 
fondness for Fairies. 

Coming from a Nova Scotia Scots tradition, 
fairy tales were part of her childhood, and her 
Bradford home is 
filled with "fairy 
stuff” including 
books and figurines 
that she has 
collected or that 
friends have sent 

She recently 
received two 
Cheerios spread 
with icing and 
sprinkles: “Fairy 
donuts!” 

Donnelly also paints fairies - and from 
November 18 until January, her Fairy works will 
be on display at the Bradford Public Library - 
with a special interactive twist. 

"Though this “Fairy Happenings” exhibit has 
been on my bucket list for a while, I decided to 
add a “fairy door” component,” she says. She first 
learned about Fairy Doors online - a form of art 
installation that involves the sudden appearance 
of tiny, hand-crafted doors, just big enough for 
the “wee folk” in parks and other public places. 

She began crafting tiny doors of her own - 


modifying wooden flowers, plaques and other 
materials, using the hooks from “hooks and 
eyes” as door handles, adding buttons, mirrors 
and pins for decoration, and painting each one. 

Donnelly created 52 of 
the tiny doors, and this 
week, began placing them 
at local businesses - with 
instructions to bring the 
door to the Bradford 
Library at 425 Holland 
St. West by November 
24, to become part of the 
exhibit. "At this point in 
time I have no idea how 
many will arrive in the 
display case, but I am 
forever hopeful," she says. 

The invitation is open to the designated 
recipient, or to others who find the doors. 

The note states, “Your garden fairy ordered a 
new fairy door and I hope it meets with your 
approval." Just one warning, though: “Only 
fairies can safely open the doors.”

History at the Bradford Library 



Training at the Exhibition grounds, living on 
tinned corn beef and hard tack, using horses 
to haul equipment through the deep mud and 
carrier pigeons to carry messages from the 
trenches - the challenges and hardships of World 
War I were the focus of the November 15 meeting 
of the Bradford West Gwillimbury Local History 
Association. 

Fiistorian Bill Marks presented information from 
his own collection and the collections of other 
members, the Bradford Legion, and newspaper 
articles marking the 100th 
anniversary of die start of 
World War I, in the Green 
Room of the Bradford Public 
Library. 

It was a fascinating look 
at “The Great War.” Marks 
spoke about the replacement 
of the Canadian-made Ross 
Rifle - which was “too heavy, 
too long, too unreliable... 

They were known to jam all 
the time” - with the Enfield 
rifle in 1917, and the use of 
carrier pigeons, “the only 
good reliable source of 
communications.” 

He also explained that 

“horses played a key role in World War I” - not 
in the Cavalry, but for heavy work, hauling guns 
and supplies. Approximately 20 million horses 
were “drafted" for use in the war; the horses had 
an average lifespan of only a few weeks. 

“They suffered the same hazards as soldiers,” 
Marks said - facing shelling, disease, or drowning 
in shell holes. And that was after they survived 
crossing the Adamic, when many horses were 
swept overboard, or suffered broken legs on the 


rough passage. 

A contingent of horses was sent from the 
Toronto Mounted Police, to do war service. Only 
one gelding, known as “8000/; survived the war 
- but was not brought home. Instead the horse 
was sold as 'war surplus’ to Belgium. 

At the meeting, Marks also accepted a cheque 
from the Wilson’s Hill Cemetery Board, 
presented by the board’s final Trustee, Bob 
Sturgeon. The funds will be used for signage and 
maintenance at the Pioneer cemetery, located at 
County Rd. 27 and the 12 Line of BWG. 

Sturgeon was appointed to the Board 
while serving as a Councillor for the 
Township of West Gwillimbury. At the 
time, there was litde money available 
- but the board could “borrow” Twp. 
equipment and staff to carry out 
maintenance. Even so, Sturgeon 
remembered, while Wilson’s Hill was still 
in use, “there was no way to get a casket 
up the hill except by manpower, and 
there was a rest stop part way up.”

Local authors: Notorious Ontario 


The latest book by local authors 
Maria Da Silva and Andrew Hind, 
Notorious Ontario: Outlaws, Criminals 
and Gangsters, will be of special 
interest to residents of Bradford. 

The book provides one of the best 
and most detailed accounts of the 
robbery of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce in 1951 by Lenny "Tough 
Lennie” Jackson. 

The bank building, at the corner of 
Barrie and Holland Sts., is now Coffee 
Culture Cafe, and the robbery by a 
“member of the Boyd Gang" is part of 
local lore. 

As Da Silva and Hind point out, 
Jackson didn’t like being described 
as part of the gang of Edwin Alonzo 
Boyd. He was leader of his own gang 
when he robbed the Bradford bank, 
and exchanged gunfire with local 
constable Reg Wilson. 

The book is uneven, but still a 


fascinating read - providing details 
of The Newton Brothers’ Canadian 
capers, and domestic murders in 
an era of capital punishment and 
rudimentary forensic science.

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Pulmonary Hypertension Awareness, 
at the BWG Leisure Centre 


Pulmonary Hypertension is a 
rare, debilitating, progressive and 
potentially fatal disease, affecting up 
to 10,000 Canadians - although it’s 
hard to know for certain. 

Early symptoms are so general, 
that they are often misdiagnosed by 
attending physicians. Breathlessness, 
fatigue, irregtdar heartbeat, fainting, 
chest pain - the signs of PH may be 
interpreted as anything from a heart 
condition, to Asthma. 

In Pulmonary Hypertension, the 
arteries in the lungs harden and 
narrow, resulting in high blood 
pressure in the lungs, and potentially, 
an enlarged heart - and eventual heart 
failure. There is no cure, but there is 
treatment. Unfortunately, the longer 
PH goes undiagnosed, the worse the 
progressive disease becomes. 

A recent survey by Harris Polling 
found that the time from first 


symptoms to diagnosis 
averages more than 2 
years; 51% of respondents 
surveyed stated that their 
family doctor did not 
initially recognize the 
symptoms of PH, and did 
not refer them to the proper 
specialist. 

The survey also found 
that 85% of those with PH 
experience mild to severe 
limitations while carrying 
out every-day activities. 
Sixty percent of respondents 
reported that they either no 
longer work, or have had 
to cut back, due to their 
symptoms. 

And only 21% of patients 
felt they could manage 
to maintain employment 
without difficulty, once on 


medication. 

November is Pulmonary 
Hypertension Awareness 
Month. This year, the PH 
Association of Canada will 
be holding 2 fundraisers at 
the BWG Leisure Centre - 
a week of swimming and 
walking competitions that 
encourages swimmers 
and walkers to raise funds
